Thomas, that no p asses will be giv en 
this y ear. 
To make it sure that 
its 
orders 
will be carried out, the board is not 
going to hav e any 
comp limentary 
tiekcts p rinted. 
This is in line with 
the attitude of the Indiana state fair 


w h i c h h a s found it v ery p rofitable 
since no comp limentary tickets hav e 
been giv en out indiscriminately . 
Mr. Thomas has 
been 
activ ely 
identified with the state fair man­ 
agement for y ears and it lias alway s 
been one of bis hobbies 
that 
the 
state fair would make money by do­ 
ing away with p asses 
comp letely . 
Under the different 
methods 
this 
y ear, the fair board hop es to reduce 
tin* usual deficiency to nothing. 
In 
the last few y ears, the fair has been 
increasing instead of 
reducing 
the 
fair debt. 
Last y ear $647 was ad­ 
dl'd to the debt. 
The p resent management of 
the 
fair sees no reason why the fair* 
should not make money . 
When the 
fair w a s first started, it made mon­ 
ey . 
The fair 
grounds 
and 
the 
buildings on it. stand as mute testi­ 
mony to this fact. 
I*ut in late y ears 
no money has been realized on the 
grounds and buildings, which were 
a heritage of 
earlier 
generations, 
hav e fallen into disrep air and each 
y ear the debt has been increased in­ 
stead of lessened. 


The fair hoard is hound and deter­ 
mined to do away with indiscrimin­ 
ate p assing of p e r s o ns at the gate. 
When a man who claims to be 
a 
rep resentativ e from another county 
lair ap ]» ears at the gate and asks 
p ermission, he will he reguested to 
lay down a quarter 
for 
admission 
and the ticket seller will giv e him a 
receip t for the admission fee. If the 
rep resentativ e feels that he is enti­ 
tled to admission as a courtesy of 
one 
fair 
management 
to 
an­ 
other, 
lie 
will 
hav e 
to 
see 
the secretary and get 
his 
signa­ 
ture to that effect. Then he may re­ 
deem the money at the gate. 


Mr. Thomas urged the state fair 
hoard a few y ears ago to try out 
this p olicy and it worked with great 
success. 
Ev ery p erson 
who 
ap ­ 
p eared at the gate and asked a dm i s ­ 


sion on business or “to sue a man,” 
he or she was requested to p ay fifty 
cents and get a ticket which was 
redeemable at a time p unched on the 
ticket. 
The first day this p lan was 
tried out. six hundred p ersons who 
bought such tickets nev er redeemed j 
them and the fair was $.100 better 
off than it was. 
Last y ear the state 
fair made $10,000 and each y ear it 
is increasing its earnings by doing 
away with p asses. 


Because many new ideas are to he 
worked out at the fair 
this 
y ear, 
chief of which is the night fair, it 
is felt by the hoard that the fair 
should make a little money instead 
of following the p recedent 
of 
p ast 
y ears.

Carbajal, the successor to Gener­ 
al Huerta as p rov isional p resident, 
lias adv ised the United States Gov ­ 
ernment informally that he intended 
to retire in fav or of the Constitu­ 
tionalist chief. 
Mr. Carbajal wishes only that a 
general amnesty he p roclaimed and 
p rotection giv en 
the 
p rop erty 
of 
those who op p osed the Constitution­ 
alists. 
This statement of the attitude of 
Huerta’s successor, 
together 
with 
the announcement 
from 
Monterey 
that Carranza was willing to enter 
into negotiations with Carbajal re­ 
lativ e to the transfer of authority at 
Mex ico City , was regarded here as 
p articularly assuring a cessation of 
hostilities and 
the 
restoration 
of 
p eace in Mex ico. 
The v ie w s of Mr. Carbajal was 
ex p lained in 
detail 
to 
Secretary 
Bry an by Jose 
Castellot,

member of the Mex ican Senate, who 
called at 1 lie State Dep artment with
